people or the government of the D litcd 
States realize or appreciate at the prcs 
ent time the future possibilities of the 
wonderful producing territory of the 
British empire in North America. 
I 


refer more particularly to Western 
Canada. 
We are so apt, as a nation, 


to go ahead in our happy-go-lucky sort 
of way, paying but liule or no attea- 
tioji whatever to affairs that we con- 
sider trifUs, simply because we have 
such confidence in our great agricul- 
tural and military strength that we 
firmly believe that when an issu- 
arises, one that we have seen for 
years developing to a point where it 
must be met somehow, that we will be 
ready to meet it without much difficul- 
ty. 
How strange, but true, that this 


nation ha* always been able, S3 far in 
its history, to surmount these diffi:ul- 
ties with glory to the flag, although in 
almost every cose we were fairly 
forced to take action,and then at great 
loss of commerce, life and treasure, 
bacause it always found us unprepared 
to meet the emergency promptly. 


This appears to be an opportune time 


to warn our people of the danger these 
British provinces will undoubtedly 
prove in the near future, not only in a 
strictly commercial sense, but to the 
permanent peace and welfare of this 
country. 
"Within ten years Western 


Canada will be producing annually 
2.10,000,000 bushels of wheat!" 
This 


prediction was made by Theodore M. 
Kappen, associate editor of the Min- 
neapolis Jouriuil, in an address before 
the State Bankers' Association of 
Minnesota a few weeks ago. 
What 


does this signify? 
Just this, that the 


United States will no longer be the 
only country capable of furnishing a 
surplus of cereals to the world, but 
Western Canada will be a very lively 
competitor for this great trade, of 
which wheat is king. If this prophecy 
prove true, and fiom all indications 
and statistics obtainable, it will, its 
political effect on either side of the 
line cannot be overestimated. 
Pros- 


perity in the United States depends, in 
a great measure, upon the demand for 
cereals in the markets of the world, 
and as the ruling price of these grains, 
based upon supply and demand, invar- 
iably made in Liverpoo., Eng., that 
being the supreme grain market of the 
world, you can readily figure out what 
a tremendous revolution in our fore;g i 
market would occur if this demand fur 
wheat and other grains was met by 
shipments from Canadian territory, 
which in the course of ten years will 
be fully able to export 230,000,000 bush- 
els, or about our export of grain for 
tht present fiscal year. Thus England, 
with the aid of these new wheat fields 
and its cattle raising land of Austral- 
asia, would once more dominate the 
world in food stuffs. It has been but 
a few years since the Argentine Re- 
public and Russia became great pro- 
ducers of wheat, and at the time their 
surplus grain was thrown upon the 
markets it forced prices to the lowest 
point they had reached in years. This 
occurred, I believe, in the years of 1893 
and 1894. It should not be a hard mat- 
ter to recall the great depression in 
business at that time,'ana tee-ex 
ly low price of grains was not 
least of the causes which led up to the 
great financial distress of that period. 
Since then wheat, which was always 
considered the food of the rich only, 
has become more favorably looked 
upon as a food by nations which hereto- 
fore never dreamed of becoming bread 
eaters. This is especially true of Asia, 
where vast quantities of American 
fbur is now beipg shipped, therefore 
making a much larger demand for 
gra'ins each succeeding year, and it is 
to be hoped that the demand will equal 
or exceed the supply, thus keeping 
prices on a good paying basis and mak- 
ing a market for both Canadian and 
American wheat. 
But this is very 


doubtful and if Canadian grain should 
take the place of the American, our 
surplus must be used at home or in 
competition force prices down, which 
would again react and cause business 
depression. 
Naturally, England is 


doing everything to encourage and 
foster all enterprises looking to the

A game warden 
will be assigned to this reservation. 
The citizens owning proparty adjoin- 
ing this land will no doubt appreciate 
the protection and other advantages 
which will be afforded by reason ot 
the state owning Martin Hill. There 
are twelve such reservations in Penn- 
sylvania.

John Shearer, a prominent restaur- 


ant keeper of Midland, Md., was found 
dead on Thursday of last week in the 
residence of John Dugau, Cumberland, 
whom the former was visiting.

found Mr. Shearer was leaning against 
a tabie in the dining-room. 
The cause 


of death was convulsions brought on 
by chronic 
Bright's disease. 
Mr. 


Shearer kept a restaurant in Lona- 
coning for several years before moving 
to Midland, but of late he had been 
visiting various health resorts, having 
spent considerable of his time at Bed- 
ford Springs. 


Forcible expression of what he thinks 


of the raid of the Quay mob of thugs on 
the Union party state convention in 
Philadelphia last week is given by Har- 
ry S. Paul, chairman of the Allegheny 
organization and head of the Western 
Pennsylvania delegations, in a letter 
received by State Chairman Thomas L. 
Hicks. Mr. Paul ie a prominent busi- 
ness man of Pittsburg. He declares 
that the riotous attack was one of the 
greatest criminal outrages iu the his- 
tory of Pennsylvania politics and will 
cost the Republican machine ticket 
many thousand votes. His letter, in 
part, follows: 


As I looked upon the Union party as- 


semblage, just before the rioters broke 
in, I saw an unusually flne body of re- 
spectable, law-abiding Republican busi- 
ness men, gathered from all parts of 
the commonwealth, at least five-sixths 
of whom had never before sat in a 
political state convention, and who 
were earnestly desirous of discharging 
the duty committed to them by their 
fellow citizens and constituents. 


After the mob appeared oil was 


changed. Then in the portions of the 
hall occupied by its members could be 
seen only brutal, criminal faces, bear- 
lag the marks of vice all over them, 
and the thought occurred that Moya- 
mensing and the Eastern penitentiary 
had opened their doors and given a 
day's holiday to several hundred of 
their inmates for the sole purpose of ad- 
vancing the interests of Qaayisni, Pen- 
roseistn and Pennypackerism in. this 
commonwealth 


This impression was deepened by the 


sight of revolvers bulging from the hip- 
pockets of some of the mob aud of bil- 
lies and knives iu the possession of 
others, some of the latter having been 
used in the attack upon the hall. 


They were the embodiment of Quay- 


ism in the flesh and they were no more 
bold and reckless in their determination 
to reach their criminal end by any 
means, including perjury in swearing 
to certificates which contained infor- 
mation known to be false regarding the 
action of the convention and (orgery of 
credentials to it, than was their chief 
master himself at the Republican state 
convention of this year, when John P. 
Blkin was deprived of the nomination 
he had fairly won, by bribery, forgery 
of credentials and bulldozing, and the 
soiled certificate handed to the alleged 
high-toned Pennypacker,who is too blind 
to see any evils in Pennsylvania, or 
anything out of the way in tbe methods 
to which he owes his present position at 
the liead of the Republican ticket. 


The sight of Quayism, Penroseistu 


and Pennypockensm thus nakedly un- 
masked was worth a thousand cam- 
paign speeches and 10,000 newspaper 
articles and its effect upon the decent 
citizens who beheld it and -who would 
not hove believed that such things 
were possible otherwise was incalcu- 
lable. 
Toe result, as I personally know, was 


the instant conversion of twenty dele- 
gates holding legal certificates, who in- 
tended to oppose Pattison's nomina- 
tion, and some of whom proposed to 
vote for Pennypacker, to the support 
ot Pattison, and this number fell short 
of all so converted. 


To give a sample of the complexion 


of the mob I need cite but few instances. 


Frederick M. Magee, a young uephew 


ot the late State Senator Chris L. Ma- 
gee, was one of the delegates from 
Allegheny county. 
When his name 


was called by Secretary Mapes a big, 
husky criminal responded for him. 


Mr. Magee turned to the tough and 


said: "Why, you must be my twin 
brother." 
"That's just who I am, you 
,'' 


was the brutal and unblushing reply. 


A Pittsburg newspaper man, whose 


name I enclose, tells me that he will 
sw ear that one criminal, whom he can 
identify, responded to at least twenty 
different names on the roll call of the 
bogus secretary. 


The responses on the Knight roll call 


were nearly all made in chorus by the 
toughs, and not individually, and the 
same chorus was repeated for every 
county from the very same throats. 


Senator Lewis Emery, Jr., ot McKean 


county, when the names from tbe lat- 
ter were called, heard a response from 
his elbow and, turning, saw one of the 
toughest-looking criminals he had ever 
set eyes upon. 
Senator Emery at once cried: "You 


scoundrel, how dare you answer for my 
county V and mounted a chair to reg- 
ister a protest, which was, however, 
drowned by a chorus of yells from the 
Quay-Knight mob 
It was this incident and others like it 


which persuaded Senator Emery that 
it was his duty, 
although entirely 


against his inclination, to accept the 
nomination of the convention for sec- 
retary of internal affairs.

No wonder the steel 
trust is able to declare a 8140,000,000 
dividend, 
even after

Schwabs million dollar salaries. The 
jonditions in steel are prevalent in 
every trust controlled industry. 
They 


are growing richer every day and more 
powerful. Shall they continue to filch 
the money out of the pockets of the 
people and grow immeasurably richer 
at the expense of the people?

statement showing the increasing age 
of the population from decade 
to 


decade. 
The statement gives 
the 


results of computing the median in- 
stead of the average age. The median 
is such an age that half is under it and 
half is over it. 


The median age of the total popula- 


tion in 1900 was 2S.8, as compared with 
21 9 in 1890. The median age of the 
white population in the last census 
year was 33 4 and the colored, includ- 
ing negroes, Indians and Mongolians, 
was 19.7, while in 1890 the white pop- 
ulation was 22.4 
and the colored 18 3. 


The report shows there was an in- 


crease in the median age of the white 
population during each decade from 


1810 to 1900, amounting in the ninety 
years to 7.4 years, or an average 
amount of about five-sixths of a year in 
a decade. 


The median age of the colored popu- 


lation increased after 1830, but with 
less regularity. The median age of the 
colored population increased 
three 


years in the seventy-year period from 


1830 to 1900, or about half as fast as 
that of the whites. But during the 
last twenty years of the century 
the increase lor the two groups has 
been substantially the same—1.9 years 
for the colored and 2 years for the 
white. 


The statement concludes as follows: 


'Many complex influences have co- 
operated in producing as a resultant, 
this steady change in the age composi- 
tion of the population. There may be 
mentioned the rapid progress of medi- 
cal and sanitary science, which has 
tended to increase the average length 
of life, the decrease in the relative 
number of children born, which has 
made the earlier age periods less pre- 
ponderant numerically 'in the total 
populMion, and the influx of great 
numbers of adult immigrants, increas- 
ing the number in the older age 
periods. The difference between the 
white and colored populations is doubt- 
less due to the fact that these influ- 
ences have wrought more powerfully 
upon the white race than upon the 
colored."
